Seek To Develop 
High School Site 


Two special articles, totalling 
$47,500, will be presented to the 
‘voters at town meeting, concern- 
ing development of the HighSchool 
area for recreation and educational 
purposes. 

One article calls for the ex- 
penditure of $45,000. This would 
pay for the reconstruction of the 
parking area 30 feet nearer the 
street, and extension of the hot top 
area for 90 feet to the rear. The 
latter area would then become a 
general utility section, providing 
for outdoor physical education, 
tennis courts, handball and 
possibly skating in the winter. It 
would be used by the school and, 
during the summer, by townspeople 
interested in recreation. 

This article also would provide 
grading, drainage anddevelopment 
of a four-acre area in the rear of 
the school in anticipation of future 
development, 

The second article, asking for 
$2,500, would provide an engineer - 
ing and recreational study of the 
whole area so that future develop- 
ment of the site could proceed. 

The decision to place both 
articles in the warrant came last 
Thursday night at a special meet- 
ing of the School Committee. In 
attendance at the session were 
Mark Mazel and Donald Sagaser of 
the Andover Recreation Council.

|Tax Facts: Deductions 


For Car And Home 


(This is one in. a series of 
articles on federal income tax 
filing. These articles are based on 
information provided by the Mas- 
sachusetts society of Certified 
Public Accountants.) 


Your home and car may be the 
source of deductions that will lower 
your federal income tax. It is im- 
portant to check all possible deduc- 
tions because of the savings 
involved. lf you are in the lowest 
tax bracket - 20 per cent ~each $5 
you can find in deductions will 
mean a dollar in your pocket. For 
persons of higher income the 
possible savings are evengreater. 


The interest on a mortgage is 
deductible on your federal tax re- 
turn. In most cases, payments to 
a bank include both interest and 
principal; as the mortgage is re- 
duced the interest is less, and a 
larger portion is applied to the 
principal. Only the amouth you pay 
as interest is deductible inthe case 
of your residence. 

Real Estate Taxes 

Sometimes the monthly payment 
also includes and additional amount 
which the bank holds for the pay- 
ment of taxes, insurance, and soon. 
In this case the bank is acting as 
your agent in paying tax on your 
property. Real estate taxes paid 
for you by the bank are deductible 
as if you had paid them directly. 
The important point here is that you 
can only deduct the amount paid by 
the bank. For example, you may 
give the bank $360 over the year 
toward the payment of taxes, but the 
tax bill may only come to $341. In 
this situation you can only deduct 
$341. 

Deductible Auto Expenses 

From the time you buy an 
automobile, you begin to have other 
expenses which are deductible on 
your federal income tax return. 
Any state or local sales tax you 
paid on the car purchase is deduc- 
tible. So are the cost of your 
license plates and interest on an 
auto loan. 

A common deduction in many 
taxpayers’ returns is for state 
gasoline tax. It is best to keepa 
record of your gasoline purchases 
during the year, but if you don’t 
have such a record you can still 
make a reasonable estimate. For 
example, you may divide the

average number of miles your car 
runs on a gallon of gasoline into 
the total miles you have put on the 
car over the year. This will give 
you an estimate of the number of 
gallons consumed. Multiply this by 
the tax per gallon, and you have a 
reasonable estimate of the amount 
you can deduct. 

If you had a collision, you may 
be able to deduct the damage to 
your own car not covered by in- 
surance. Although your driving 
may have been faulty, you are 
entitled to the deduction if the acci- 
dent was not due to your willful 
negligence. 

Such a loss is determined by 
subtracting the value of the car 
after the accident from the value 
before the accident. 

A Roof Over Dependents 

To determine whether or not you 
| contribute more than half of the 
support for a dependent (one of the 
tests for claiming anexemption for 
a dependent), you must consider 
the value of the roof over the 
dependent’s head. For example, if 
you provide a room in your house 
for your mother-in-law, you can 
consider the rental value of the 
room as part of your support con- 
tribution. This is the amount you 
could get for the room if you were 
renting it, rather than allowing 
your mother-in-law to use it free. 

If your mother-in-law lives in 
her own home, the situation may be 
quite the reverse. To determine the 
percentage of her support provided 
by you, you must consider the 
rental value of the one in which 
she lives. The amount she could 
have rented the home for is con- 
sidered a contribution toward her 
own support. For example, suppose 
your mother-in-law has an income 
of $500 a year. The rental value of 
her home, even though she has no 
intention of renting it, is estimated 
at $1,500 per year. For tax pur- 
poses then, your mother-~in-law is 
said to be contributing $2,000 to 
her own support for the year. To 
list your mother-in-law as a 
dependent, you must have contri-~ 
| buted more than $2,000 to her 
support.

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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


Our Master Plans 


One of the wisest courses a community can follow is to 
first prepare, then follow, a master plan for its develop: 
ment. 

This community has been fortunate in realizing this 
fact, and preparing the master sewer and water plans and 
beginning a drainage plan. 

It would be unfortunate, indeed, if anything should be 
done now to upset the planning by changing it radically, 
or to depart from the plan in specific cases, to suit in- 
dividual requirements of the moment. 

There have been suggestions in the past that the plans 
have not been wisely drawn, and are unreasonable in their 
requirements, Yet they have been drawn by experts, after 
thorough study of all possible factors. And we believe 
they should remain intact, allowing only for reasonable 
change to meet actual changes in the data on which the 
plans were originally based. 

No person, or persons, should undertake to make any 
sweeping changes in the plans. 

And while we’re on this subject, it should also be 
noted that town officials have wisely, in the past several 
years, allocated sufficient funds to implement the master 
plan for the water system. An appropriation has been 
granted each year that was roughly the equivalent of $1 
on the tax rate — about $80,000 or more. 


We note that the article in this year’s warrant calls for 
just over $60,000 — considerably:less than has been 
allocated other years. And we assume this means the town 
manager believes the agreed upon annual implementation 
of the master plan can be accomplished for this amount. 


It is a certainty that annual progress in improving our 
water distribution system must be maintained. For post- 
ponement of any public works project only adds to its 
eventual expense to the taxpayer, at the current annual 
increase of 4-5 percent in these costs. 


Fire Station In West Parish 


Shreds of evidence continue to pile up — all indicating 
that West Andover will need a fire station in the fore- 
seeable future. 

The latest demonstration of this fact was on Jan. 18, 
when a call came to fire headquarters from the contractor 
building the new church on Haggett’s Pond rd. At the time 
of the call, flames from a portable oil boiler were 
threatening to engulf the basement of the new rectory. 

It took six minutes for the apparatus to reach the 
scene, travelling part of the way on road surfaces that 
were dangerously icy. If the flames had continued, and 
the structure had begun to blaze, the firefighters would 
have had hard work to contain the fire before it de- 
molished the building. For a fire can do a lot of damage 
in just a few minutes. 

As West Andover grows, and particularly as it expands 
beyond the Route 133-Route 93 intersection, the need for 
a fire station will become more acute. The Land Acquisi- 
tion Committee has been seeking a site somewhere in the 
West Parish, hoping to acquire land before it becomes stil] 
more expensive, It’s entirely possible that the site, when 
it is selected, will be pressed into use far sooner than 
many persons have anticipated, 


Fewer Committees? 


In a letter to the editor last week, Karl Haartz suggests 
that more committees, not 
municipal structure. 

He believes that Democracy is best served by having 
many committees working in the town government, and 
takes issue with the Townsman for proposing that there 
should be a restriction on the number of committees in- 
volved in our public affairs. 

One point should be clarified. 

The town manager charter specifically gives the 
manager the responsibility for most administrative func- 
tions, He must make the decisions, according to specific 
public mandate,

It is, of course, always a healthy sign to have extensive 
public participation in government, and to have individuals 
serve in various official capacities.

Men’s Clubs Heard 
About Mental Health 


The activity of the Mental Health 
Department in the Commonwealth 
was discussed by Felix Cohen, 
M.D., assistant to the commis-

Dr. Cohen, a Diplomate of the 
American Boardof Psychiatry, has

A graduate of Harvard College, 
class of 1940, and the University 
of Rochester, School of Medicine, 
in 1944, he interned at the Michael 
Reese Hospital in Chicago from 
1944 to 1945.

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According to the town manager 
charter, the manager has the 
authority to set wages for em- 
ployees of departments under his 
control. However, he has asked the 
advisory wage and salary commit- 
tee - the former personnel board - 
to study the problem of wages and 
has received a report from that 
group. 

The wage increases granted by 
the manager are reviewed by the 
Finance Committee and, of course, 
are subject to approval of town 
meeting.

Refuse 2 Requests 
For thar Pits 


The Selectmen have denied two 
gravel pit requests for areas inthe 
watershed of Haggett’s Pond, and 
have approved one small pit opera- 

on the north side of the Pond. 

They have also approved two 
other pit requests in areas off 
Route 93, both requested by the 
DeMatteo Construction Co., which 
has the contract for the Route 495 
interchange with Route 93, 

The two pits which were denied 
by a unanimous vote of the Board 
are, first, atop Wood Hill, and 
secondly, a seven-acre site near 
the stilling basin in back of the 
Pond. The Wood Hill request in- 
volved some 19 acres of land, 

Atty. Richard Simmers, appear - 
ing in behalf of John McCoy, owner 
of the property, indicated that a 
future request for permission to 
handle the materia! will be made. 
He noted that the relocation of 
High Plain rd. will leave a high 
bank, and this will have to be 
remedied eventually. It was sug- 
gested to him that the request be 
made after the relocation takes 
place. 

The Selectmen acted on the re- 
quests following a brief discussion 
with Town Counsel Fredric S, 
O’Brien, who has ruled that the 
Selectmen may act as they deem 
proper in the matier of granting 
or denying pit requests. 

In a legal decision, he has stated 
that: 

‘‘The Selectmen, under the pro- 
per circumstances, may forbid the 
removal of sand andgravel from all 
or any part of the town, and may 
regulate, with reasonable safe- 
guards, the removal of sand and 
gravel’’, O’Brien noted that pits in 
operation before the by-law was 
passed may fall into a different 
category. 

He cited cases before the Su- 
preme Court, in which rulings have 
upheld restrictions or prohibitions 
handed down by municipalities. 

He told the Selectmen they are 
not required to cite specific rea- 
sons when turning downa request, 
but must give consideration to the 
tests Outlined in the town’s by-law 
and all factors concerning the 
specific request. 

He also has pointed out that the 
court has repeatedly stated that the 
operation of a gravel or sandpitis 
destructive of property values in 


the entire neighborhood and results 
in the creation of permanent waste- 
land, 

He also agreed with Selectnmran 
James D. Wilson, who suggested 
that operators of the pits be re- 
quired to post part of their bond 
in cash or securities. O’Brien in- 
dicated again that many of the 
bonds ‘‘are just paper to most of 
them’’, and are unlikely to be
